An old friend, an acquaintance of 


the Bristow family called upon us 
yesterday with a certificate, dated in 
1812, which reads as follows: 
"I do hereby certify that Archi- 


bald Bristow served as a private in 
my volunteer company of mounted 
riflemen, from the 13th day of Sep- 
tember last past nntil the 18th of 
this instant (inclusive), on an expe- 
dition to Fort Defiance, anil is this 
day discharged; and I do testify that, 
fee diacterged his duty ia^very 
fflsUnce^ith 
the utmost prompti- 


tude, ataarity, manly firmness and 
prowess, for which he has my mos* 
grateful thanks. 
J. CLARK, 
Captain Second jSegiment Colonel 


Johnson'sMonnted Riflemen. 


October 18, 1812. 


This led ns to inquire about the 


family, and as the historical sketch 
will prove interesting at this time, 
we make notes of the leading facts. 
Far back in the history of the coun- 
try, the Bristows came over from 
England and were highly connected. 
They settled in Virginia. Benjamin 
Bristow, grand uncle of the present 
Secretary of the 
Treasury, was 


killed at the battle of Braudywine. 
This man was highly esteemed and 
his name has been perpetuated in 
the 
family. 
Archibald Bristow, 


grandfather 
of the present B. 


H. Bristow, emigrated from Vir- 
ginia to Kentucky in the days 
of 
Daniel 
Boone 
and 
settled 


finally 
in 
Clark 
county. 
His 


son, Francis Marion, was born in 
that county. He became a promi- 
nent man, and the intimate personal 
and political friend of Henry Clay. 
He was elected to Congress, where 
he served two terms. He was a very 
decided Whig, aad such were his 
feelings in regard to slavery that he 
informed his slaves that they were 
at liberty to go free whenever they 
pleased. His father, Archibald, the 
grandfather of B. H. Bristow, eman- 
cipated bis slaves and settled them 
in Ohio. When the war broke out, 
Francis Marion Bristow espoused 
the Union side, and he did it with 
so much resolution and decision that 
he was forced to leave his homestead 
and take refuge with his brother and 
and sister in Illinois. His two sons, 
B. H. and Frank, entered the Union 
army, and in the war displayed that 
valor which was characteristic of the 
family. The rebel sympathizers de- 
stroyed the residence of B. H. Bris- 
tow at Hopkinsville, and made waste 
the beautiful grounds which hod 
been adorned under the direction of 
his Kentucky wife, but B. H. con- 
tinued to fight and to exhibit that 
manly firmness and prowess which 
he honestly inherited. 
Archibald, the grandfather of B. 


H., who received the 
certificate 


granted above, was a Baptist preach- 
er. His last words were: "I do 
not know that I ever wronged a 
human being out of a cent." Hon- 
esty, fairness end courage were his 
leading characteristics. This is also 
true of Benjamin H. Bristow, whose 
courage was more severely tested 
when, as Secretary of the Treasury, 
he faced the whisky thieves, than 
when a soldier he faced the enemy 
in the open field. To go through as 
he has done, required "prompitnde, 
alacrity and manly firmness, and 
prowess"—those qualities which his 
grandfather exhibited in the expedi- 
tion to Fort Defiance, and which his 
father displayed when, at the out- 
break of the war, on Kentucky soil, 
be unfurled the Union banner and 
stood by it to the end. The Bristow 
family, it is seen, is one of the> oldest 
families in Kentucky, and as brave 
and honest and universally esteemed 
aa any people in the State.—Cincin- 
nati Gazette.

oftenof pecuniary value to them.Sup- 
pose, for instance,that the suggestion 
were to be followed in this State; each 
county would tell not only a history 
of the leading events that have oc- 
curred, but the extent and nature of 
its resources, and in the book about 
California that would result, a stran- 
ger could find just the information 
le wish»d. If he desired to engage 
n the business of making wine, for 
example, he could find out all about 
the grape growing counties and be 
able to select the best locality. If 
:ie were skilled in the culture of 
fruit, or if he understood the busi- 
ness of milling lumber, of sheep 
raising, or specially experienced in 
any other department,he would know 
where to settle and would under- 
stand the nature of the surroundings 
he would meet with. It in rather 
late to undertake such a work at this 
time. Yet there is a chance for ac- 
complishing it, and it would be 
highly proper for this county to take 
the lead. The Board of Supervisors 
might very properly arrange for the 
collection of information, and there 
are many gentlemen here who could 
in a clear and able manner write a 
Centennial paper that would not 
merely reflect honor upon the coun- 
ty, but which would be of a i-oaitive 
benefit in a pecuniary sense.

Box 7—Twelfth and Oak. 
Box 8—Sixth avenue and East 


Twelfth street, East Oakland. 


Box 0—First and Washington. 
Box 12—Webster and Fourth. 
Box 18—Market and Fourteenth. 
Box 14—San Pablo avenue and 


Sycamore. 


' Box 15—Twelfth iiveuue and East 


Twelfth street, East Oakland. 


Box 16—Telegraph avenue and 


Merrimac street. 


Nearly all of these boxes are at- 


tached to telegraph poles, and keys 
may be found in the nearest house 
to each box. 


There is no box numbered one, 


ten or eleven, for the reason that 
these numbers could not be struck 
by the City Hall bell without con- 
fusion. 


The taps on the City Hall bell will 


be understood as follows: Two taps 
indicate a fire in the vicinity of box 
No. 2, in West 'Oakland as given 
above. 
Three taps indicate a five in the 


vicinity of box 3, or Seventh and 
Adeline. 


Four taps for box 4, or Seventh 


and Market. 
Five taps, box 5, or Seventh and 


Washington. 


Six taps, box 0, or Broadway and 


Twelfth. 


Seven taps, box 7, or Twelfth and 


Oak.Eight taps, box 8, or East Twelfth 
street and Sixth avenue, East Oak- 
laud. 


Nine taps, box 9, or Washington 


and First streets. 


To indicate a fire in the vicinity 


of box 12, or Fourth and Webster 
streets, there will be one tap of the 
bell, and then after an interval of 
about eight seconds two nioro taps 
in quick succession. 


For a fire in the vicinity of box 


13, or the intersection of Market 
und Fourteenth streets, the bell will 
be Upped once, and then after a 
lapse of about eight seconds three 
more taps will be given in quick 
succession, and so on in this man- 
ner up to box 16.
